that unbelief is therefore a wicked 
sin, rebuked by the Saviour and 
which all should confess and for- 
sake with penitent hearts; and that 
everything God has is promised to 
the prayer of faith. Then second, 
we will see what faith is and what 
it is not. In a later article we will 
show how everyone who will may 
grow an abounding, masterful, con- 
quering faith. 


|. The Great Importance of Faith 


1. You cannot please God without 
faith! Hebrews 11:6 says, “But 
without faith it is impossible to 
please him: for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him.” You cannot 
eome to God unless you believe 
that there is a God, and unless 
you believe He really hears prayer. 
And the Scripture plainly says, 
“Without faith it is impossible to 
please God.” 

Faith, then, is the very first 
requirement for anyone who would 
do anything pleasing to God. With- 
out faith you cannot be saved. 
Without faith you cannot pray ac- 
ceptably. Without faith you cannot 
live victoriously. Without faith you 
cannot be pleasing to God in any 
wise. Faith is the first requirement 
for pleasing God. 

x meek is plainly commanded as 


the night, cursed the fig tree and 
it withered away. They -.returned 
in the night and the next morning 
the disciples saw the fig tree with- 
ered away and were astonished. 
Jesus turned to them and com- 
manded them, “Have faith in God”’! 
And then He told them that even 
mountains could be removed and 
cast into the sea by faith, that 
they could have what things so- 
ever they desired if they believed. 
‘“‘Have faith in God” is a plain com- 
mand. Christians are commanded 
to have faith, and can have faith. 


Jesus said to Thomas, “Reach 
hither thy finger, and behold my 


hand; and reach hither thy hand, 
and thrust it into my side: and 
be not faithless but believing” 
(John 20:27): Oh; to-every Chris- 
tian the Lord Jesus cries out, ‘‘In- 
vestigate for yourselves the*proof 
of God’s promises. Give God a 
chance to.prove Himself. Be not 
faithless but believing.” 


3. Unbelief is a sin. Many peo- 
ple believe that faith is more or 
less of an accident, and that one 
cannot be blamed if he does not 
have faith in God. Quite generally 
it is supposed that some people 
have great faith because God 
picked them out to give them great 
faith, that others do not have much 
faith but cannot help themselves. 
However, on the contrary, the Bi- 
ble plainly teaches that unbelief is 
a sin, since every Christian can

“And this is the condemna- 
tion,, that light is come into 
the world, and men loved dark- 
ness rather than light, because 
their deeds were evil. 

“For every one that doeth 
evil hateth the light, neither 
cometh to the light, lest his 
deeds should be reproved. 

“But he that doeth truth 
cometh to the light, that his 
deeds may be made manifest, 
that they are wrought in God.” 


Unbelief in Christ as one’s own 
personal Saviour involves a moral 
guilt, involves a moral choosing 
of sin.and rejection of Christ and 
righteousness, . _ 

And Hebrews 3:12 warns Jews 
» ~ Pplainly that they should beware 
- ~ “Jest there be in any of you an 
| evil heart of unbelief, in departing 
from the living God.” Unbelief is 
the.sin of a wicked heart, depart-: 
ing from God intentionally, turn- 
ing away from light. 

John 12: 37-40 explains that de- 
Spite miracles of Christ many 
Jews would not believe on Him, 
and tells us why. Quoting Isaiah, 
the gospel tells us that God had 
blinded their eyes and hardened 
their hearts, -lest they should see 
and d_ understand and be converted, 
Because of long deliberate rejec- 
. tion of the light, God hardens the 
' hearts of people so they. cannot 
- believe. Unbelief, then, grows. out 
of other sins, 

. Likewise IL Thessalonians 2:9/12 
> tells us of the Man of Sin who will 
-. come with lying wonders to de- 
- ceive certain people, “because they 
received not the love of the truth, 
that they might be saved. And for 
this cause God shall send them 
Strong delusion, that they should 
believe a lie: That they all might 
- be damned who believed not the 
’ truth, but had pleasure in unright- 
eousness,.”’ Thus it is certainly clear’ 
“that God becomes grieved by men’s 
preference for sin, and their pleas- 
ure- in unrighteousness, and so 
sends strong delusions on Christ- 
rejecting sinners who continue in 
sin until finally they cannot believe. 
Lack of faith is a sin which pro- 
“ceeds from a deliberately wicked 
heart that chooses sin and refuses 
to seek the light and test God’s 
promises and goodness. - 

And for Christians, too, the 
Scriptures say that unbelief is a 
sin. Romans 14: 23 plainly says, 
“For whatsoever is not of faith is 
sin.” Any element of a Christian’s 
_ life that does not involve a con- 
_ stant dependence ‘apon God, a be- 
__ lief in ‘His‘word and His promises, 
© a reliance on His faithfulness, is 
-.~ wicked. 

-. Hebrews. 12:1 commands Chris- 
tians to “lay aside every weight 
and the sin which does so easily 
beset us.” What is that besetting 
gin? It is the sin of unbelief! 
‘Throughout the preceding chapter. 


“JHE SWORD OF THE LORD 
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'GHAVE FAITH IN GOD” 


God has held up for our admonition 
and example the heroes of the 
faith. We are commanded to be 
like them, and to lay aside the be- 
setting sin, that which is ever 
ready to trip us, our unbelief. Un- 
belief is sin. 


Jesus often rebuked unbelief in 
His disciples. In Mark 4:40 He 
said to them, “How is it that you 
have no faith?” Again in Luke 8: 
25 He said unto them, “Where is 
your faith?” In Mark 10:14 we are 


with their unbelief and hardness 
of heart.” There is a plaintive sad- 
ness in the words of Jesus, in Luke 
18:8, “Nevertheless when the Son 
of man cometh, shall he find faith 
on the earth?” 

Since unbelief is such a wicked 
sin, how:earnestly we-should seek 
to uncover every tendency. to toh 
to confess it penitently. And 
eagerly we should seek to ple sf 
God by exercising faith, 


4. Faith.can get anything in the 
universe, with nothing impossible. 
How marvelous is faith! Jesus says 
in Matthew 17:20, “If ye have 
faith as a grain of mustard seed, 
ye shall say unto. this mountain, 
Remove hence to yonder place; and 
it shall remove; and nothing: shall 


|} be impossible to you.” Literally, 


“nothing shall be impossible to 
you.” And again Jesus said in 
Mark 9:23, “If thou canst believe, 
all things are possible to him -that 
believeth.” And then in Mark 11: 
24 he said, “What things soever ye 
desire, when ye pray, believe that 
ye receive them, and ye shail have 
them.” We are plainly and uncon- 
ditionally promised that, ‘The 
prayer of faith shall save. the-sick, 
and the Lord shall raise him up” 
(James 5:15). So it is clear that. 
if you will believe God, you can 
have anything you ask. With faith, 
nothing in earth or heaven is im- 
possible, and nothing unattainable. 


Of course, this means that one 
must have*faith about each partic- 
ular thing to get it. Faith about 
salvation will not get a job. Faith 
about a job will not get healing 
for the body. Faith abo ut one 
ome prayer will not get another one 
_ahnswered. One must be so in har- 


[mony with God, that he can base 


each of his requests on a blessed 
promise or on the known will of 
God, to get each prayer answered. 


Naturally faith is not a device 
by which any poor wicked man 
can have his own will, irrespective 
of God’s will. Nothing about prayer 
is ever intended for that or ever 
attains to that. Faith is a grace, 
or a-gift, by which, in a particular 
matter, one can ask for things in 
the will of God, and having a di- 
vinely based confidence, he may 
receive whatever he asks. 


It is of surpassing importance, 
then, for every Christian to learn 
what faith is, to learn how to have 
faith, and how to suppress and for- 
sake-tis unbelief for a whole life 
of victorious faith. 


|. What Is Faith? 


1A yeh Definition. A Bible 
definition’ of faith is given in He- 
brews 11:1: “Now faith is the sub- 
stance of things hoped for, the evi- 
dence of things not seen.’”’ The re- 
vised version changes it only slight- 
ly, and reads thus, “Faith is the 
assurance of things hoped for, the 
conviction of things net seen.” 
Faith, then, is a certain conviction 
an assurance, an evidence that we 
will get the thing we hope for and 
ask for, By faith one sees the thing 
that is invisible. By faith one holds 
what is intgngible. One who: has 
faith has the substance of the 
thing hoped for and has the evi- 
dence of that which is not yet seen 
by human eye. Oh, the blessed con- 
fidence and assurance of faith! 


The faith mentioned in the Bible 
is nearly always faith in God. But 
the above definition is a general 
definition. In the’case of sickness 
one may have confidence and as- 
surance based upon a good doctor. 
That is faith but it is not neces- 
sarily faith in God. A depositor 
may have confidence and assurance 
that;his money will be perfectly 
safe in the bank. That is faith, 
but it is faith in the bank and not 
necessarily faith in God, A child 
has sweet confidence that food will 
be forthcoming when he is hungry, 
that a. home will be maintained, 
that his needs will be suppled. That 
is faith, but it is faith in his par- 
on and not necessarily faith in

every confidence, not every assur- 
ance, is faith in God. 

A woman wrote me in-greatest 
disappointment. She had asked 
God for a baby girl and felt that 
she had perfect faith that God 
would send a girl, but instead He 
gave her a baby boy. We know 
that God had not promised her the 
baby girl. He had not promised 
it by the Bible and He had not 
promised it by His Holy Spirit in 
her heart, or He would have given 
it, for God always keeps His prom- 
ises. There was nothing in the na- 
ture of God that made it wrong 
for Him to send a baby boy. Hence 
we know that woman’s confidence 


have had confidence in her prayers. 
Possibly she had prayed and prayed, 
‘until she felt, ‘“‘Well, surely now 
that I have begged God so much 
He will have to send me a girl. I 
am going to believe it and expect 
it.” She may have analyzed circum- 
stances and decided that since it 
would be so much better (she 
thought) for her and for her hus- 
| band, who also wanted a baby 
girl, and for the little boys, who 
wanted a sister, that therefore God, 
knowing how necessary it was, 
would give a baby girl. But in that 
case God knew better: what she 
needed than she did, and her deci- 
sion was not based on the leading 
of the Holy Spirit, nor on the Bi- 
ble, but on her own understanding 
of circumstances. So she got a ba- 
by boy instead of a baby girl. I 


was not real faith in God. She may 
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assurance and confidence which is 
not based’ upon God’s word nor 
‘upon His fgithfulness, and is not 
faith in Instead of faith heal- 
ing Christian Science healing, Uni- 
te healing, etc., should be called 
mental healing. There is such a 
thing as mental healing, but let us 
not confuse it with the matter of 
faith in God. 


3. It is only as we come to know 
the will of God, through the Bible 
and the Holy Spirit that we can 
have faith in particular matters. 

As an example, ih the matter of 


Bible that God is willing to save 
every sinner that comes to Him, 
depending on Christ. “Him -tha t 
.cometh unto me I will in no wise 
cast out” (John 6:37). That is so 
clearly taught in the Bible that ev- 
ery time a lost sinner depends on 
Christ for salvation, he may know 
he is instantly saved, then and 
there. I know that my sins are for- 
given. I have full assurance that 
I am God’s child, that He will take- 
me safe to Heaven, that I already 
have everlasting life. “He that be- 
lieveth on the Son hath everlasting 
life” (John 3:36). That assurance 
is so strong it has become prac- 
tically a certainty. That assurance 
is based on the infallible Word of 
God, which I have proven true 
over and over again. God never 
turns down. nor. dishonors such 
faith. Since God says He loves 
sinners, since Jesus says He died

to save those who live good lives, 
who pay their debts and are good 
to their families or who join 
churches or who try to practice the 
golden rule. So if people have faith 
in their own self-righteousness, or 
have faith in the words of false 
teachers; or have faith in the 
church to save them, or ordinances, 
then their faith.is-misplaced. It is 
not faith in God and is not saving. 
faith. You see then that not every 
assurance in the heart is real faith 
in God. 


What we call faith may be some- 
times a self-deception. A Christian 
Scientist practitioner may teach a 
Sick man to say over and over, 
“There is no such thing as evil. 
Sickness is only an error of mortal 
mind. I am well, completely well. 
I have no pain.” And the Christian 
Scientist may induce a state of 
mind whereby he thinks he is not 
sick, he ignores the pain and the 
evidence of his senses, and actually 
thinks he is well. And if his dis- 
ease is one where the mental atti- 
tude may be decisive, perhaps he 
will get well. A large per cent of 
our suffering is really mental. Wor- 
rying and fretting are great ene- 
mies of our health. A confident, 
happy mind has much to do with 
recovery from sickness in some 
cases. But if his sickness is not 
mental and cannot be affected by 
the attitude of mind, then the 
Christian Scientist may die, as 
Christian Scientists do, like every- 
body else does. He has assurance, 
an assurance based on self-decep- 
tion. It is not faith in God. In such 
a case, if God does not*through| 
other-agents and means see fit to 
heal him, he would not heal the 
man because of that self-induced 
confidence. The Christian Scien- 
tist may have assurance, but it is 
not based upon any promise of 
God, and God is under no obliga- 

tion to give what is expected, 

I do not say that Christian Sci- 
entists never really pray to God 
nor that they never get their 
prayers answered, Doubtless they 
sometimes do, despite their false 
doctrines. But I say their normal 
teaching that there is no sin, no 
sickness, that sin is only an* error 
of mortal mind, is not faith in 
God.

with a’ capital “S.” “But ye are not 
in the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so 
be that the Spirit of God/ dwell 
in you. Now if any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ, he is none of 
His. And if Christ ‘be in you, the 
body is dead because of sin: but 
the spirit is life because of right- 
eousness. But if the Spirit of Him 
that raised up Jesus from the dead 
dwell in you, He that raised up 
Christ from the dead shall also 
uicken your mortal bodies by His 
Spirit that dwelleth in you. There- 
fore, brethren, we are debtors, not 
to the flesh, to live after the flesh. 
For if ye live after the flesh, ye 
shall die: but if ye through the 
Spirit do mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye shall live. For as many 
as are led by the Spirit of God, 
they are the sons of God. For ye 
have not received the spirit of 
bondage again to fear; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father. The 
Spirit itself beareth witness with 
our spirit, that we are the cnilaren 
of God.” 


Let me draw your pabinti tions es- 
pecially to the latter part of the 
ninth verse. It reads as follows: 
“Now if any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ he is none of His.” 
That verse should settle it for all. 
But there is one argument which 
is sometimes uSed; viz., that this 
does not refer to the Holy Spirit, 
but just to the influence of Christ. 
But in I Peter 1:2, the inspired 
writer, in speaking of the men who 
wrote the Bible, says that they 
‘inquired and searched diligently, 
searching what, or what manner of 
time the Spirit of Christ which was 
in them did signify,” etc. Here it 
is obvious that the Holy Spirit is 
meant, for all interpreters are 
agreed that “holy men of old spake 
as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost.” And yet the expression 
used is the same as that found in 
Romans 8:9, viz., “Spirit of Christ.’’ 
It is then clear that all believers 
have the Holy Spirit. 


Now it is not necessary to spend 
much time on the second state- 
ment, viz., that very few have been 
filled with the Spirit. Paul, in writ- 
ing to the Ephesians, commanded 
them to “be filled with the Spirit” 
(Eph, 5:18). Paul did not give un- 
necessary commands. There must 
have been some who were not filled 
in order to bring forth such an 
injunction. And it is only necessary 
to observe modern Christians in 
almost any community to realize

the Christian life. Then he has the 
sweet witness of the Spirit that He 
has- been born again. The Holy 


- Spirit puts in his heart the cry of 


a child for his father, “Abba, Fa- 
ther,” and he does not have the 
spirit of bondage to fear. Now this 
added assurance that He is God’s 
child is based on the testimony of 
the Holy Spirit in. his heart that 
he has been received of God. So 
in some sense, then, faith is the 
assurance that ‘what the Holy Spir- 
it says in the heart is true. 


Faith is based on the Word of 
God. ‘It may also be based upon 
any direct revelation of the Holy 
Spirit. The Holy Spirit wrote the 
Bible. The Holy Spirit may also 
give particular and definite prom- 
ises in the heart of a Spirit-led 
person. But still, the faith in each 
such case is based upon what God 
has promised. God will do what 
He says He will. When I believe 
that, risk that, that is faith in 
God 7 


Some people have an idea that 
faith in God is simply an inde- 
pendent method by which one can 
get whatever he wants, irrespective 
of the will of God in the case. But. 
faith is not a way of getting things 
God does not want us to have. Ra- 
ther faith is a way of getting 
things God does want us to have, 
and has planned for us. We never 
get most of the great things God 
has for us and would delight to 
give us. But faith will open the 
doors to the bounties and riches 
of Heaven and give joys and bless- 
ings and powers and victories and 
abundance which are in the will of 
God for us, There is no such thing 
as having faith in God, outside the 
known will of God. 

Not long ago I received a letter 
saying to me, “Brother Rice, will 
you please pray the prayer of faith 
with me about this,’”’ and the writ- 
er mentioned an object of prayer 
which I had no evidence in the 
world it was God’s will to give. It 
may have been; it may not have 
been God’s will. I did not know how 
it would particularly honor the 
Lord. There was no Scripture that 
applied in the case, as far as lI 
knew in my ignorance of the de- 
tails, and I did not know how truly 
the person who made the request 
would honor God if He granted it: 
And the Holy Spirit did not reveal 
to me that it was clearly the will 
of God. Therefore, of course, I 
could not “pray the prayer of faith” 
in the matter, as the writer so na- 
ively requested. 

Any time you can find a clear 
promise in God’s word that He will 
do such and such a thing, and be- 
lieve it and risk it and depend upon 
it, then you have trusted God, and 
your faith will be rewarded with 
the thing desired. 

Or_any time you have a clear 
revelatn by the Holy Spirit that 
your prayer request is in the will 
of God, will honor him, and that He 
will do it, then that is-faith in 
God and will be rewarded. But such 
leading must be in accord with the 
word of God. We must “try the 
spirits whether they are of God’ 
(I John 4:1). 

If you ever hear anyone say that 
they have trusted God or that they 
had faith about a matter and still 
didn’t get it, you may assure them 
that they did not really have faith 
in God. Faith is always rewarded. 
Without any exception in the 
world, God is trustworthy. He

Faith is thé 
assurance that God will do a thing 
because He has promised to do it. 

Some _ ultra - dispensationalists | T 
say that the great promises of an- 
swers to the prayer of faith, prom- 


ises to remove mountains, to work 


miracles, promises like Mark 11: 

24, Matthew 17:20, and Mark 9: 

23, are not for this age. They say 
that whatever faith people have, 
still God will not do such things 
now. But they are utterly, wicked- 
ly mistaken. Real faith is from 
God. Whatever God says He will 
do. God never gives faith unless 
He will answer it. And faith, true 
faith in God, is always based on 
what God has agreed to do, and 
what He says He will do. It is ei- 
ther an assurance based on the 
Word of God, or what we know to 
be the character and nature of God, 
as revealed by His Holy Spirit. 
Faith always supposes a promise, 
and that God will keep His word. 
God is under obligation always to 
answer the prayer of faith, because 
such real faith in God is always 
based. on an obligation that God 
has assumed, a promise which He 
has given. In any dispensation, 
anywhere, if God gives a definite 
assurance that He will do a thing, 
He will do it, to any limit, and ab- 
solutely nothing is impossible to 
the one who is given definite faith 
about a particular matter. Faith 
is really depending on God’s faith- 
fulness to do what He agrees to 
do. 


4. Faith may be based on the 
known mercy of God without a 
definite promise. Faith may be 
based on a plain word of God in the 
Bible. Faith may be based upon a 
clear and tested impression given 
by the Holy Spirit that God wants 
us to do a certain thing and that he 
will lead us and bless us:*And so 
faith may be based upon what we 
know of the nature of God, Know- 
ing God’s holiness, we know He 
will not sin. We know how merci- 
ful He is, and, if there are no ele- 
ments in a situation that demand 
judgment, the very nature of God 
may demand mercy. In such a case 
knowing what God is like we may 
know what He wants to do and 
will do in certain circumstances. 
God will always do right, will al- 
ways act in accordance with His 
own righteous and merciful nature. 
Of course we must learn what God 
is like and what He will do from 
a heart knowledge of the word of 
God and the blessed teaching of 
the Holy Spirit. Men do not by 
wisdom find God. So this faith, 
based on the general assurance 
that God’s nature obligates Him to 
act in a certain way, and to answer 
certain prayers, must still grow 
out of the Bible and be wrought 
in us by the Holy Spirit. 

An example of this kind of faith 
is that of the Syrophenician wom- 
an who came to Jesus to beg for 
the healing of her daughter who 
was grievously vexed with a devil, 
as recorded in Matthew 15:22-28. 
When He said, “I am not sent but 
unto the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel” and again when He said, 
‘It is not meet to take the chil- 
dren’s bread and cast it to dogs,” 
still she did not believe His pre- 
tended indifference. He pretended 
that He came only to heal and save 
Jews, and no one else. He meant, 
I think, to try her faith, and teach 
His narrow minded disciples a 
needed lesson. He pretende t 
He, like other Jews, thought of 
Gentiles as only dogs, not fit to 
call on God. But God’s Holy Spirit 
had already revealed to her that 
Christ was really merciful and lov- 
ing, that He came to seek and to 
save all who were sinners. So she 
would not believe He was as in- 
different as He appeared to be, And 
to Christ’s own delight she insist- 


-ed that if she was a dog, she was 


His own dog and hada right to 
the crumbs from the table. He said 
to her with joy, “O\woman, great 
is thy faith: be it unto thee even 
as thou wilt.”

Smail Mission Baptist Church at 

Rio Grande City, Texas, Writes
